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EDITORIALS 


THE  HOLY  SPIRIT  IN  THE  BIRTH  OF  JESUS 


We  discussed  last  week  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the 
life  of  John  the  Baptist  This  week  we  are  con¬ 
sidering  the  Holy  Spirit  in  the  birth  of  Jesus. 
Here  we  come  face  to  face  with  the  supernatural 
and  miraculous,  a  thing  we  have  to  face  in  re¬ 
ligion,  and  certainly  in  the  Christian  religion 
which  claims  to  be  a  divine  revelation.  And  as 
we  encounter  the  miraculous  throughout  the  New 
Testament,  we  had  as  well  face  it  at  the  very 
beginning.  This  is  the  proper  place  to  face  it 
Without  apology  and  without  hesitation  the 
New  Testament  narrative  assumes  the  fact  of 
the  supernatural  and  the  miraculous.  It  deals  with 
the  supernatural  as  if  it  were  an  everyday  fact, 
as  indeed  it  is.  If  the  New  Testament  is  not  in 
the  element  of  supernatural,  then  is  there  indeed 
no  need  for  it;  and  to  treat  it  otherwise  is  to 
put  it  entirely  in  the  category  of  fiction  and 
romance.  It  is  either  a  treatment  of  the  super¬ 
natural  or  it  is  mere  fancy.  The  miraculous  in 
religion  is  proof  of  its  divine  origin  and  a  chal¬ 
lenge  and  assurance  to  faith.  The  human  spirit 
will  be  satisfied  with  nothing  which  does  not 
demonstrate  that  it  is  from  above  and  not  of 
the  earth. 

The  hesitancy  on  the  part  of  any  to  accept  the 
miraculous  element  in  the  birth  of  Jesus  would 
balk  at  any  miracle  in  the  subsequent  narrative. 
To  say  that  the  virgin  birth  of  Jesus  is  some¬ 
thing  unheard  of  and  contrary  to  nature  and 
therefore  to  be  rejected  is  to  assume  that  there 
is  not  and  cannot  be  anything  above  nature  in 
religion  or  anywhere  else.  The  sceptics  and 
doubters  had  just  as  well  have  it  out  with  the 
New  Testament  narrative  right  here  at  the 
beginning.  This  is  the  proper  place  to  settle  it. 
It  would  be  more  difficult  to  explain  the  miracu¬ 
lous  life  and  works  of  Jesus  if  there  were  no 
miracle  connected  with  his  birth.  To  recognize 
that  God  enters  the  story  at  the  beginning  will 
W  simplify  matters  all  the  way  through.  And  to 
deny  any  miracle  in  the  life  of  Christ  is  to  force 
us  to  explain  the  miracle  of  his  saving  grace 
through  all  the  centuries.  The  miracle  of  his 
birth  will  explain  the  miracles  which  attended 
all  his  earthly  life. 

The  narrative  is  very  simple  which  tells  us 
of  the  miraculous  conception  of  Jesus.  The 
angel  appeared  to  Mary  and  told  her  of  the  ex¬ 
pected  birth  of  the  Messiah.  She  expressed  sur¬ 
prise  and  wondered  how  it  could  be.  The  angel 
replied,  “The  Holy  Spirit  shall  come  upon  thee, 
and  the  power  of  the  Most  High  shall  overshadow 
thee:  wherefore  the  holy  thing  which  is  begotten 
shall  be  called  the  Son  of  God.”  The  birth  of 
Jesus  was  unlike  that  of  any  other  ever  bom 
into  the  world.  It  is  a  miracle  in  that  it  is  dif¬ 
ferent,  and  cannot  be  accounted  for  by  any  of 
the  ordinary  processes  of  nature.  It  is  unex¬ 
plainable  by  any  laws  with  which  we  are  familiar. 
But  it  is  not  alone  in  being  beyond  the  compre¬ 
hension  of  man,  or  explainable  to  him.  We  are 
face  to  face  with  things  which  we  cannot  ex¬ 
plain  every  day  of  our  lives.  What  makes  the 
earth  revolve  on  its  axis?  What  makes  it  en¬ 
circle  the  sun?  Why  does  the  sunlight  break  up 
into  seven  colors  when  it  passes  through  a  prism  ? 
What  makes  one  apple  red  and  another  yellow? 
You  may  add  a  thousand  other  questions.  To 
say  that  we  cannot  explain  a  thing  does  not 
mean  that  it  is  not  a  fact.  That  a  thing  happens 
but  rarely  (as  that  quintuplets  are  bom  to  one 
woman)  does  not  prevent  its  being  a  fact.  That 
a  thing  never  happened  before,  or  never  happen¬ 
ed  but  once  does  not  mean  that  it  didn't  happen 
at  all.  The  birth  of  Jesus  from  a  virgin,  con¬ 
ceived  by  the  Holy  Spirit  is  stated  plainly  as  a 
fact  in  the  New  Testament  narrative. 


God  which  caused  what  we  call  dead  matter  to 
produce  life.  The  figure  is  that  of  a  fowl  hover¬ 
ing  over  the  nest,  until  the  young  life  comes 
out  of  the  crysalis.  The  Holy  Spirit  is  called  the 
“Spirit  of  life,”  that  is  the  spirit  which  produces 
life.  Just  as  every  person  who  becomes  a  Chris¬ 
tian  is  made  so  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  being  bom 
of  the  Spirit,  so  the  author  of  our  salvation 
became  in  all  points  like  us  with  the  single  ex¬ 
ception  of  sin. 

Jesus  came  into  the  world,  became  what  He 
was  by  reason  of  the  working  of  the  Spirit  of 
God.  The  miracle  of  his  conception,  his  incarna¬ 
tion,  his  birth  was  because  the  Spirit  of  God 
was  at  work  in  a  way  that  is  beyond  our  com¬ 
prehension,  but  not  beyond  our  acceptance.  No 
man  can  explain  the  processes  by  which  a  child 
comes  into  the  world.  We  read  in  Ecclesiastes 
11:5,  “As  thou  knowest  not  what  is  the  way  of 
the  Spirit,  nor  how  the  bones  do  grow  in  the 
womb  of  her  that  is  with  child;  even  so  thou 
knowest  not  the  works  of  God  who  maketh  all.” 
Science  has  Made  much  progress  since  the  days 
of  Solomon,  but  there  are  some  things  out  of  its 
reach. 

Without  this  fact  of  the  Spirit’s  work  in  the 
birth  of  Jesus  there  would  be  no  adequate  cause 
behind  all  that  followed  his  birth.  But  the  super¬ 
natural  birth  does  account  for  what  was  said  of 
him  before  his  birth,  and  what  was  demonstrated 
by  his  life  and  by  his  resurrection:  “He  shall 
be  great,  and  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  the 
Most  High;  and  the  Lord  God  shall  give  unto 
him  the  throne  of  his  father  David:  and  he  shall 
reign  over  the  house  of  Jacob  forever;  and  of  his 
kingdom  there  shall  be  no  end.” 

In  no  other  way,  by  no  other  sort  of  coming 
into  the  world  could  Jesus  meet  all  the  needs 
of  our  souls.  Because  He  was  the  only  begotten 
of  God,  He  is  Himself  God  and  able  to  do  all 
that  we  ask  or  need.  Because  He  was  bom  of 
woman  He  is  as  truly  man  and  has  all  our  ex¬ 
periences,  knows  our  frailties  and  is  approach¬ 
able.  Thus  is  He  mediator  between  God  and  man 
for  He  is  both  God  and  man. 


A  MIST  AND  A  DARKNESS 


That  this  was  the  method  of  his  birth  is  in 
harmony  with  what  we  are  told  of  the  Holy 
Spirit  elsewhere  in  the  Bible.  In  Genesis  we  read 
that  “the  Spirit  of  God  moved  upon  the  face  of 
the  waters.”  It  is  most  natural  to  understand 
this  as  the  life-giving  power  of  the  Spirit  of 


You  will  find  these  words  in  Acts  13:11,  and 
we  shall  have  a  word  to  say  about  them  a  little 
later  on.  Just  at  this  moment  read  these  three 
sentences  taken  from  the  Christian  Century, 
contained  in  an  editorial  on  Easter  or  the  Resur¬ 
rection  : 

“Easter  is  the  symbol  of  the  impossible 
becoming  the  inevitable.  The  experience  of 
frustration  that  precedes  such  victory  is  one 
that  few  escape,  and  they  not  for  their  own 
good.  The  experience  of  release  by  rising  to 
a  higher  level  than  that  on  which  the  frus¬ 
tration  has  its  reality  and  its  bitterness  is 
available  to  all  who  will  have  it  so  and  will 
utilize  the  resources  that  make  it  so.” 

Now,  dear  reader,  will  you  please  to  tell  us 
what  they  mean  ?  No  ?  Neither  will  we  tell  you, 
for  we  do  not  have  the  slightest  idea  what  the 
writer  of  them  was  trying  to  say.  We  do  not 
mean  to  be  discourteous  to  the  eminent  editor. 
We  are  sure  also  that  he  would  regard  our  in¬ 
ability  to  understand  with  condescension  and 
commiseration. 

Our  only  purpose  in  speaking  as  we  do  is  to 
call  attention  o  a  state  of  mind  in  the  so-called 
modernists.  We  are  ourselves  sorry  for  any  man 
who  undertakes  the  role  of  religious  instructor 
who  cannot  say  what  he  means  in  the  language  the 
ordinary  man  can  understand. 

Nor  would  we  give  space  to  the  above  quota¬ 
tion  if  it  were  a  solitary  or  exceptional  linquis- 
tic  production  from  the  rationalizers  who  take 
all  the  meaning  out  of  the  scriptures,  and  con¬ 
fuse  men’s  minds  with  high-sounding  words  that 
are  utterly  empty  of  any  significance.  But  that 
is  the  way  they  write  or  speak.  Do  they  do  this 
because  they  do  not  know  how  to  write  plain 
English?  or  do  they  do  it  to  obfuscate  (excuse 
the  big  word)  the  minds  of  simple  people  and 
leave  them  gaping  in  astonishment  in  these  high 
sounding  nothings?  No  we  would  not  give  space 
to  the  above  quotation  except  for  the  fact  that 


that  is  the  sort  of  language  you  will  find  in 
any  book  or  magazine  produced  by  the  modernis¬ 
tic  cult.  What  a  pity  that  people  live  so  cor., 
stantly  in  the  fog  banks  of  doubt  and  uncertainty 
that  their  language  partakes  of  their  state  of 
mind  and  leaves  the  reader  or  hearer  wondering 
what  on  earth  they  are  talking  about.  We  read 
a  good  deal  of  this  kind  of  thing,  and  it  jj 
characteristic  of  the  whole  generation  of  mod- 
emists  that  they  can’t  speak  or  write  without 
leaving  their  meaning  utterly  obscure.  Paul  say, 
“We  use  great  plainness  of  speech,”  but  that  is 
only  one  of  many  things  in  which  the  modernists 
do  not  agree  with  Paul. 

We  know  of  no  language  that  more  fitly  <fe. 
scribes  these  “rationalists”  than  that  of  the 
scripture  which  says,  “And  immediately  there 
fell  on  him  a  mist  and  a  darkness:  and  he  went 
about  seeking  someone  to  lead  him  by  the  hand” 
You  will  recall  that  the  man  of  whom  this  was 
said  was  named  “Bar-Jesus,”  a  sort  of  imitation 
or  counterfeit  Jesus.  He  knew  just  enough  to 
make  him  a  hindrance  to  the  truth,  instead  of  a 
help.  He  withstood  Paul  and  Barnabas,  seeking 
to  turn  aside  the  proconsul  from  the  faith.  And 
Paul  made  short  shrift  of  him.  He  called  him 
some  very  plain  names,  which  you  may  look  up 
if  you  like,  and  he  charged  him  with  perverting 
the  right  ways  of  the  Lord.  Paul  did  not  mince 
words.  There  are  some  today  who  would  pro¬ 
nounce  the  language  harsh,  and  the  punishment 
severe.  But  what  greater  sinner  is  there  than  a 
man  who  leads  people  to  deny  the  word  of  God 

In  this  same  article  from  which  the  quotation 
at  the  beginning  is  taken,  the  writer  on  Easter 
says  the  reports  in  the  gospels  about  the  resur¬ 
rection  of  Jesus  are  confusing  and  contradictory. 
It  is  time  for  the  line  to  be  drawn  that  will  leave 
all  people  who  do  not  accept  the  Bible  as  true 
and  authoritative  on  on-'  side  and  those  who  be¬ 
lieve  the  Bible  is  the  word  of  God  on  the  other. 
But  in  this  good  land  of  America  the  people  who 
are  clamoring  most  for  the  union  of  all  Chris¬ 
tians  into  one  churi-h  are  these  same  people  who 
have  reduced  faith  to  a  minimum.  If  we  are  to 
save  the  world  from  sin  and  hell,  we  must  save 
ourselves  from  the  modernists  who  deny  the  es¬ 
sential  truths  of  the  gospel.

As  further  evidence  of  her  unwarranted  in¬ 
terpretation,  we  give  a  few  of  her  explanations. 
To  her  the  Ark  is  “The  idea  of  reflection  of 
truth.”  Babel  is  “self-destroying  error.”  She 
interpreted  baptism  as  “submergence  in  spirit.” 
Flesh  is  “an  error,  a  physical  belief.”  Sheep 
are  “innocence”  and  a  sword  is  “the  idea  of 
Truth.”  Glossary  p.  579. 

She  found  no  difficulty  in  changing  the  scrip¬ 
ture  to  suit  her  purpose.  Scripture  passages  are 
cited  by  her  as  proof  which  cannot  by  any  stretch¬ 
ing  of  the  imagination  be  made  to  mean  what 
she  says  it  means,  As  an  example,  we  give  be¬ 
low  her  form  of  the  Lord’s  Prayer. 

“Our  Father,  Mother  God,  all  harmonious, 
Adorable  One,  Thy  Kingdom  is  come;  Thou  art 
ever  present.  Enable  us  to  know  as  in  Heaven, 
so  on  earth — God  is  omnipotent,  supreme.  Give 
us  grace  for  today;  feed  the  famished  affections; 
and  love  is  reflected  in  love;  and  God  leadeth  us 
not  into  temptation,  but  delivereth  us  from  sin, 
disease  and  death.  For  God  is  infinite,  all  Power, 
all  Life,  Truth,  Love,  over  all  and  all.” 

Concerning  the  atonement,  there  is  simply  no 
place  for  it  in  Christian  Science.  For  if  sin  only 
exists  in  our  imagination  and  proper  thinking 
brings  deliverance,  there  is  no  need  for  Christs 
atonement. 

In  the  New  York  Tribune  of  January  23,  1931, 
Augustus  E.  Stetson  seems  to  indicate  that  Mrs- 
Eddy  was  the  completion  of  Jesus’  second  coming- 

Mrs.  Eddy  claimed  that  Christ's  crucifiction 
gave  Him  the  opportunity  to  instruct  His  dis¬ 
ciples  how  to  triumph  over  the  grave.

Here  in  my  church  in  Bryn  Mawr,  Pa.,  my  fl 
nastor.  Dr.  B.  L.  Scott,  is  delivering  a  series  of  p] 
ten  very  impressive  addresses  to  the  unsaved  in  ^ 
oar  Sunday  school  in  the  hope  that  many  who  (. 
hear  him  will  confess  Christ  publicly  on  De¬ 
cision  Day,  which  is  two  weeks  from  tomorrow. 

Each  Sunday,  for  about  12  to  15  minutes  he  ' 
has  presented  some  phase  of  the  general  sub¬ 
ject  which  he  is  pressing  upon  the  unsaved.  On 
last  Sunday  he  spoke  on  “Why  join  the  church  . 
and  on  the  preceding  Sunday,  on  “Why  be  bap-  e 
tired?”  He  is  coming  near  the  end. 

As  I  listened  to  him  last  Sunday  and  thought  I 
of  how  definitely  and  effectively  he  seemed  to  ? 
be  working  towards  winning  a  favorable  verdict, 
and  how  he  was  concentrating  his  efforts  upon  : 
a  comparatively  small  portion  of  his  audience  in  ’ 
the  Sunday  school  each  Sunday,  and  keeping  this  ■ 
up  for  ten  consecutive  Sundays,  a  serious  ques¬ 
tion  arose  in  my  mind.  I  of  course  realized  that 
he  was  not  reaching  directly  the  outside  non  at  - 
‘endants  upon  our  Sunday  school  who  might  be 
drawn  to  the  services  and  reached  by  a  series  of 
church  evangelistic  services,  but  I  could  easil> 

?ee  the  great  value  of  such  appeals  aiming  at  the 
conversion  of  Sunday  school  scolars. 

But  here  is  the  question  that  arose  in  my  mind 
and  that  has  kept  coming  back:  Would  it  be  wise 
.  for  a  pastor  also  to  select  an  objective  for  a 
group  in  his  Sunday  morning  church  congrega¬ 
tion — probably  a  very  small  group  of  vitally  in¬ 
terested  listeners — and  to  deliver,  say  ten,  ser¬ 
mons  on  the  subject  found  in  Ephesians  reading 
“Be  filled  with  the  Spirit.”  Just  as  our  pastor 
is  hoping  that  a  group  of  unsaved  ones  will  take 
their  stand  for  Christ  on  the  last  day,  would  it 
be  wise  for  a  pastor  to  set  his  heart  on  having 
a  group  of  his  members  who  should,  by  proper 
preparation  therefor,  reach  the  spiritual  height 
indicated  in  the  above  passage.  He  needn  t  call 
it  the  “Raptism  of  the  Spirit,”  or  “the  endue- 
ment  with  power  from  above”  necessarily.  He 
might  have  in  mind  simply  that  they  would 
have  so  died  to  the  world’s  grip  and  so  yielded 
to  the  domination  of  Christ  that  they  are  in¬ 
deed  possessed  by  the  Spirit;  the  Spirit,  to  a 
driving  extent,  having  charge  of  them.  Sunday 
by  Sunday  the  pastor  would  be  driving  ahead 
for  the  verdict,  the  Pentecostal  Objective;  not 
a  public  avowal  by  the  group  of  having  reached 
!  such  a  height.  Possibly  no  one  would  be  willing 
to  make  such  a  claim,  but  would  be  willing  to 
talk  privately  with  their  pastor  about  their  ex¬ 
perience.  Would  such  a  pastoral  adventure  be 
wise?  Why  not?

Miss  Traylor  announced  that  the  fifth  Monday 
in  July  would  be  observed  as  Margaret  Fund 
Day  and  an  offering  would  be  made  to  this 
worthy  cause. 

Mrs.  J.  L.  Johnson,  chairman  of  the  work  of 
the  Training  School,  presented  the  report  and 
after  discussing  it,  called  on  Miss  Mallory,  who 
further  discussed  the  work.  Under  consideration 
now  is  the  removal  of  the  Training  School  in 
Louisville  from  its  present  site  to  the  Beaches, 
near  the  Southern  Seminary.  The  removal  will 
entail  an  expense  of  $100,000  to  be  borne  by  the 
W.  M.  S.’s  of  the  South.  The  amount  of  this 
apportioned  to  the  W.  M.  U.’s  of  Mississippi 
is  $7,000,  which  was  enthusiastically  adopted  in 
this  session. 

The  closing  period  of  the  session  was  given  to 
a  commemoration  of  the  lives  of  those  who  have 
passed  away  since  the  last  convention.  Fitting 
tribute  was  made  by  Mrs.  Tom  Tomlinson  and 
the  list  appears  in  the  minutes  of  this  convention. 

Second  Day — Evening  Session 

This  was  Young  Peoples’  session  in  charge  of 
Miss  Edwina  Robinson,  the  Young  Peoples’  lead¬ 
er  in  the  state. 

“We’ve  a  Story  to  Tell”  was  sung  by  the  as¬ 
sembly  which  overflowed  the  auditorium  and  the 
galleries  of  the  church  and  Miss  Mallory  led  in 
prayer. 

A  devotional  was  conducted  by  the  Clarksdale 
Young  Woman’s  Auxiliary,  led  by  Mrs.  J.  H. 
Kyzar.  The  different  phases  of  the  work  among 
the  young  people  were  presented  as  follows:  Miss 
Eva  Monroe  of  Memphis  represented  the  Young 
Peoples’  Literature,  being  a  contributor  to  World 
Comrades;  Miss  Ava  Burton  Collier  of  Blue 
Mountain  College  spoke  on  what  the  G.  A.  has 
meant  to  her;  Mr.  Chas.  Lewis  of  Mississippi 
|  College  spoke  on  the  Royal  Ambassador  work. 

)  An  interesting  feature  on  the  evening  program 
was  the  presentation  of  a  large  number  of  the 
young  people  from  the  Chinese  Mission  at  Cleve¬ 
land  who  sang  several  songs.  Brother  Ira  Eaven- 
son,  pastor  of  the  Cleveland  church  and  who  is 
sponsoring  the  Chinese  work  there  extended  an 
invitation  to  the  members  of  the  convention  to 
visit  the  school  before  returning  home. 

A  quartette  from  Hillman  College  sang  two 
numbers. 

Miss  Alice  Wong,  a  native  Chinese  worker, 
who  will  be  on  the  program  of  a  number  of 
the  Young  Peoples’  assemblies  in  the  state  this 
summer,  brought  the  closing  message  of  this  ses¬ 
sion,  speaking  on  Young  Peoples’  Work  in  China. 

Third  Day — Closing  Session 

A  terrific  rain  and  electrical  storm  was  raging 
at  the  close  of  the  last  night  session  that  kept 
many  in  the  church  until  a  late  hour  but  on 
the  closing  morning  the  storm  had  passed  and 
the  sun  was  shining.  The  women  do  not  do  like 
the  men.  They  stay  to  the  close  of  their  con¬ 
vention.  A  church  full  was  present  to  finish  the 
work  of  this  gathering  of  the  women. 

“O  Zion  Haste”  was  sung,”  Mrs.  Frederick 
Smith  read  the  scriptures  and  led  in  prayer. 

A  high  point  in  the  proceedings  was  an  ad¬ 
dress  by  Miss  Winnie  Buckle  who  is  giving  her 
time  to  visiting  the  public  schools  of  the  state 
in  the  interest  of  Alcoholic  Education.  From  the 
address  of  Miss  Buckle  it  was  learned  that  the 
teaching  of  the  evils  of  alcohol  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  state  is  compulsory  by  actions  of 
the  Legislature  in  two  separate  sessions  but  like 
most  of  the  other  liquor  laws  are  being  ignored 
and  in  practically  none  of  the  schools  and  prac¬ 
tically  none  of  the  teachers  are  complying  with 
this  law.  Miss  Buckle  showed  a  familiarity  with 
the  subject  that  is  unusual  in  one  apparently  so 
young.  Her  address  was  that  of  a  teacher  with 
her  subject  in  hand  and  was  highly  instructive. 

The  reports  on  Scholarships  and  the  Hospital 


had  to  be  omitted  as  Mrs.  A.  J.  Aven,  Scholar¬ 
ship  chairman  :ind  Mrs.  Karenza  Gilfoy,  super¬ 
intendent  of  the  hospital  could  not  be  present. 

Mrs.  W.  G.  Mize  made  a  splendid  encouraging 
report  on  the  Orphanage. 

Mrs.  C.  S.  Longino,  chairman  of  the  Registra¬ 
tion  Committee  reported  an  attendance  of  856 
messengers. 

The  Committee  on  Posters  awarded  Sunflower 
first  place;  Houston,  second  place  and  Morgan 
City,  third.  These  posters  were  to  promote  stew¬ 
ardship. 

A  resolution  was  recommended  by  Mrs.  H.  L. 
Martin  on  behalf  of  the  Resolutions  Committee 
requesting  the  Brotherhood  of  the  state  to  give 
some  attention  to  the  training  of  the  Royal  Am- 
bessadors. 

The  thanks  of  the  body  were  expressed  to  the 
host  church  for  hospitable  entertainment  in  a 
report  offered  by  Mrs.  W’alton  E.  Lee  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  Courtesy  Committee. 

In  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Nomi¬ 
nating  Committee  offered  by  Mrs.  J.  N.  Berry 
the  following  officers  and  leaders  were  chosen 
to  serve  during  the  coming  year:  President,  Mrs.

SOME  REVIVAL  PERILS  I  FEAR 
By  L.  R.  Scarborough 

Many  blessings  have  already  come  to  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  in  getting  ready  for  a  revival.  They 
cannot  be  counted  nor  measured.  We  are  grate¬ 
ful  for  them.  Holy  f:rrs  are  burning  in  many 
churches  and  millions  of  hearts.  Splendid  prepa¬ 
ration  in  most  of  the  places  has  been  ntade.  It 
looks  like  we  are  coming  to  the  Oklahoma  City 
Convention  with  a  very  encouraging  report  of 
the  revival  triumphs. 

I  register  some  perilous  perils  I  should  like 
for  the  brotherhood  to  think  about  and  avoid, 
if  possible: 

1.  That  we  will  neglect,  multitudes  of  us,  the 
spiritual  conditions  of  a  revival — extraordinary 
praying,  extraordinary  preaching,  extraordinary 
personal  work,  extraordinary  compassion,  the 
marvelous  power  of  God.  If  these  are  neglected, 
we  imperil  all  the  interests  of  soul  winning. 

2.  I  fear  we  will  be  satisf’ed,  many  of  us, 
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with  just  a  little  effort  and  only  expect  littl*  I 
results.  We  must  remember  that  Pentecost*  an  I 
emergency  demands  and  if  we  have  Pentecostal  I 
results  we  will  have  to  make  Pentecostal  prep.  I 
arations.  Let’s  make  the  sky  the  limit  in  our  I 
revival  in  every  church  and  community. 

3.  I  fear  that  we  will  not  make  full  and  com-  I 
plete  preparation  in  creating  the  soul  winning 
psychology  in  the  churches,  the  expectant  spirit 
in  the  people,  and  that  we  will  not  train  a  suf. 
ficient  soul  winning  force.  There  ought  to  be 
thousands  of  soul  winners  organized  and  train¬ 
ed  and  set  afield  and  set  afire.  This  is  primarily 
important  and  ought  not  to  be  neglected.  We 
must  get  right  to  get  ready,  and  get  ready  by 
careful  preparation  in  order  to  have  results. 

4.  Another  fear  is  that  we  will  leave  out  som, 
people  in  our  effort.  The  associational  or¬ 
ganization  will  skip  some  church  because  it  is 
little  and  dead  and  pastorless.  All  these  art 
reasons  why  we  ought  to  go  after  each  one  of 
them.  Then  we  will  leave  out  some  churchless 
community,  skip  some  school  house,  miss  some 
meaningless  part  in  the  suburbs  of  a  city,  fail 
to  go  into  neglected  areas.  Remember  there  are 
souls  that  are  worthwhile  and  will  respond  to 
the  gospel  appeal.  We  will  leave  out  the  Jews, 
the  other  races,  the  downs-and-outs,  the  ups- 
and-outs,  the  people  who  ply  the  worst  sins,  the 
drinking  people,  the'  gambling  people,  the  women 
and  men  who  follow  the  sinful  social  areas.  We 
will  be  afraid  of  big  people,  of  busy  people,  of 
people  with  reputations  for  being  skeptics,  and 
on  and  on.  We  must  not  neglect  any  of  the  here¬ 
tofore  neglected  areas  of  the  South. 

5.  I  fear  that  we  will  fail  to  realize  some 
important  matters.  One  is  that  all  men  are  sin¬ 
ners;  another  is  that  all  unbelieving  sinners  are 
going  to  hell,  and  hell  is  a  reality.  Another  is 
that  we  will  not  realize  the  awful  losses  of  the 
man  who  is  out  of  Christ.  We  will  not  realize 
that  Christ  has  risen  from  the  dead  and  that  the 
Holy  Spirit  has  fully  come  and  that  faith  is  the 
victory.  We  need  a  deep  consciousness  of  the 
vital,  eternal  matters  realized  in  our  own  souls. 

6.  Another  fear  is  that  we  will  stop  too  short. 
W’e  will  fight  to  the  second  hour  and  stop,  and 
stop  at  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth,  and  not  fight 
on  with  individual  souls  and  persistent  evangel¬ 
ism  until  the  twelfth  hour.  God’s  encouragement 
is  that  we  press  the  battle  to  the  getting-in 
place,  the  very  gates  of  sin.  We  must  not  tire 
in  this  great  work.  We  should  be  persistent  per¬ 
sonal  workers.  I  have  won  many  a  hard  sinner 
to  Christ  at  three  and  four  and  five  o'clock  in 
the  morning  after  an  all-night  battle.  These 
hard  cases  are  worth  it. 

7.  I  have  a  fear  that  many  Baptists  who  ought 
to  go  to  the  Oklahoma  City  Convention  will  not 
go.  Many  churches  will  forget  to  pay  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  their  pastors.  Preachers  in  certain 
sections  ought  to  organize  carloads  and  carvan 
loads  and  bus  loads  and  other  crowds  to  go  at 
small  expense  in  all  the  ways  of  travel.  There 
ought  to  be  at  least  10,000  Baptists,  cooperating, 
loving,  praying,  soul  winning,  at  Oklahoma  City, 
at  the  women’s  convention,  the  pastors’  and  lay¬ 
men’s  conference  and  the  general  convention, 
and  all  ought  to  stay  until  the  benediction  Sun¬ 
day,  the  twenty-first.  Issues  of  immortality  are 
involved,  and  I  urge  our  people  to  be  loyal  in 
attendance  on  our  Convention.  But  whatever  else 
you  do,  push  evangelism,  pray  evangelism,  wm 
souls  to  follow  Christ,  to  triumphant  spiritual 
blessings  and  to  victory.  The  gavel  of  the  Con¬ 
vention’s  authority  will  be  lifted  at  two  p.  m- 
Wednesday,  May  17,  in  the  City  Auditorium  at 
Oklahoma  City,  and  will  fall  about  ten  o  clock 
the  night  of  the  twenty-first,  after  our  greatest 
preacher  has  preached  one  of  his  greatest  ser¬ 
mons.  Be  there  when  the  gavel  is  lifted;  be 
there  when  the  gavel  falls;  and  maybe  God  wilt 
give  us  a  blessing  in  all  the  after  life.

of  Paul  and  Barnabas,  sped  through 
the  city  and  gained  such  credence 
and  momentum  that  very  soon  the 
local  priest  of  Jupiter  with  a  great 
following  of  people  came  with  bul¬ 
locks  and  garlands  in  order  to  of¬ 
fer  sacrifices  to  them.  Horrified 
when  they  heard  of  it,  Paul  and 
Barnabas  rent  their  clothes  and  ran 
in  among  the  people  and  restrained 
them  from  the  sacrifices  they  were 
about  to  make. 

And  now  occurred  one  of  those 
remarkable  changes  of  opinion 
which  are  not  creditable  to  human 
nature.  The  men  who  were  barely 
able  to  keep  the  people  from  wor¬ 
shiping  them  speedily  became  the 
target  of  unreasoning  hate.  The 
Lystrians,  stirred  to  animosity  by 
certain  Jews  who  followed  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  from  Antioch  and  Iconium 
in  order  to  cripple  their  influence 
if  not  actually  incite  their  assas¬ 
sination,  so  turned  against  them 
that  “they  stoned  Paul,  and  dragged 
him  out  of  the  city,  supposing  that 
he  was  dead.”  When,  however,  the 
disciples  gathered  around  his  pros¬ 
trate  and  bleeding  body  he  revived 
and  rose  up  and  returned  with  them 
to  the  city,  whence  he  and  Bar¬ 
nabas  departed  the  next  day. 

Evangelizing  a  city  of  open  hearts 
Paul  and  Barnabas  established  a 
church  at  Derbe.  A  few  hours’ 
travel  along  the  Roman  highway 
brought  the  missionaries  to  the  city 
of  Derbe,  where  without  apparent 
interference  they  preached  the  gos¬ 
pel  and  “taught  many”.  It  is  likely 
that  Gaius  of  Derbe,  who  was  in 
the  company  attending  Paul  in  his 
last  visit  to  Jerusalem,  was  one  of 
the  converts  won  at  this  time. 

Edifying  a  circuit  of  churches 
Paul  and  Barnabas  revisited  the 
churches  in  Lycaonia.  From  Derbe 
Paul  and  Barnabas  could  have  pro¬ 
ceeded  eastward  to  Tarsus  and 
thence  to  their  starting-point  in 
Antioch  of  Syria.  Instead,  they 
turned  back  from  Dedbe  and  de¬ 
liberately  retraced  their  steps  to  a 
seaport  beyond  the  mouth  of  the 
river  Cestrus.  They  went  in  turn 
to  Lystra  where  Paul  was  stoned; 
to  Iconium  where  an  assault  was 
planned  upon  them;  to  Antioch 
from  which  they  were  expelled;  and

Sunday  School 
Lesson 

By  HIGHT  MOORE 


Lesson  for  April  16,  1939 
PAUL  ESTABLISHES  CHURCHES 
Read  Acts  14.  Study  Acts  16:17, 
19-23 


A  journey  of  about  ninety  miles 
from  Antioch  in  Pisidia  brought 
Paul  and  Barnabas  to  the  ancient 
city  of  Iconium,  where  they  preach¬ 
ed  with  great  success,  but  encounter¬ 
ed  violent  opposition  before  which 
they  were  finally  driven  to  Lystra, 
eighteen  miles  distant,  in  a  souther¬ 
ly  direction.  Here  the  cripple  was 
healed,  sacrifice  to  Paul  and  Barna¬ 
bas  was  prevented,  and  Paul  was 
stoned.  The  next  day  they  journeyed 
twenty  miles  to  Derbe.  Thence  after 
a  fruitful  ministry,  they  retraced 
their  steps  to  the  coast  and  sailed 
direct  to  Antioch  in  Syria. 

Evangelizing  a  center  of  com¬ 
merce  Paul  and  Barnabas  establish¬ 
ed  a  church  at  Iconium.  At  the  foot 
of  the  Taurus  Mountains  nestled 
Iconium,  an  important  commercial 
city  of  the  province  of  Lycaonia. 
Here  the  msisionaries  attended  serv¬ 
ice  in  the  synagogue  and  so  spake 
that  a  great  multitude  both  Jews 
and  of  Greeks  believed.  But  the 
work  so  auspiciously  begun  was  not 
to  continue  without  interference. 
The  unbelieving  Jews  roused  the 
Gentiles  by  poisoning  their  minds 
against  the  missionaries.  As  a  re¬ 
sult,  though  Paul  and  Barnabas 
spent  a  long  time  at  Iconium  in  a 
fearless  ministry  of  both  preaching 
and  miracle-working,  the  people  of 
the  city  as  a  whole  were  sharply 
divided  in  their  allegiance  between 
the  Jews  and  the  Apostles.  The  op¬ 
position  included  both  Jews  and 
Gentiles  who,  not  being  above  foul 
play,  determined  to  maltreat  and 
stone  Paul  and  Barnabas.  But  be¬ 
fore  the  forming  plot  could  be  car¬ 
ried  out,  the  intended  victims  were 
informed  of  it  and  fled  to  another 
city  in  the  same  province. 

Evangelizing  a  seat  of  idolatry 
Paul  and  Barnabas  established  a 
church  at  Lystra.  The  capital  of  Ly¬ 
caonia  located  on  the  great  Roman 
highway  from  Antioch  in  Pisidia 
was  Lystra,  of  which  little  is  known 
beyond  what  is  recorded  in  con¬ 
nection  with  Paul’s  missionary 
journeys.  Since  apparently  there 
was  no  synagogue  here,  Paul  and 
Barnabas  preached  either  in  some 
home  or  school  or  in  the  market 
place.  One  of  those  who  heard  Paul 
was  a  man  who  had  never  walked, 
being  lame  fro(n  birth,  and  who  sat 
in  the  streets  of  Lystra,  certainly 
a  familiar  figure  and  possibly  a 
well-known  beggar.  Seeing  that  he 
had  the  faith  to  be  healed,  Paul 
shouted  to  him,  “Stand  upright  on 
thy  feet!”  Instantly  he  leaped  up 
and  walked.  The  people  who  wit¬ 
nessed  the  miracle  said  to  each  oth¬ 
er  in  their  local  dialect  that  gods 
had  come  to  them  in  the  form  of 
men.  Barnabas  as  the  more  impres¬ 
sive  physically  being  styled  Jupiter 
and  Paul  named  Mercurius  since  he 
was  the  chief  speaker.  The  report,

the  single  budget  system  for  our 
church.  We  also  adopted  the  envelope 
I  system  through  which  we  make  our 
I  offering  weekly  through  the  Sunday 
I  school  instead  of  once  a  month.  Me 
use  co-treasurers  and  keep  an  in¬ 
dividual  record  of  each  one’s  of¬ 
ferings. 

We  built  a  storehouse  which  we 
call  “God’s  storehouse”  and  in  it  we 
put  the  tithe  of  the  field  such  as 
com,  syrup,  etc.,  and  the  ladies 
bring  the  tithe  of  their  canned 
fruits  and  vegetables  and  the  like. 
This  is  received  by  one  committee 
and  sold  by  another,  then  the  money 
is  turned  over  to  the  treasurers  of 
the  church  and  added  to  the  cash 
tithes  and  offerings.  Then  it  is  dis¬ 
bursed  through  the  various  channels 
of  church  support  on  percentage 
basis.

More  than  a  thousand  persons 
were  given  care  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Hospital  last  month.  Of 
these  114  were  cared  for  free  of 
charge,  and  251  others  paid  only  a 
small  fraction  of  their  own  ex¬ 
penses.  Churches,  Sunday  schools, 
and  individuals  helped  many  of 
them;  and  from  its  own  funds  the  Carroll 
hospital  bore  $3,548.17  of  this  ex¬ 
pense  for  free  patients. 

We  received  from  the  Cooperative 
Program  $2,903.53,  so  the  hospital 
paid  from  its  earnings  last  month 
$644.64  more  for  free  work  than  it 
received  from  the  denomination.  Be¬ 
sides,  we  paid  more  than  $1,000  in¬ 
terest  on  our  outstanding  bonds.

LITTLE  DORA  IS  SAVED 

Pochow,  China — (F.M.B.) — Recently  a  neigh-  I 
bor  came  to  us  asking  if  we  wanted  to  save  the  I 
life  of  an  infant.  During  this  warring  period  I 
an  expectant  mother  had  taken  dysentery.  After  I 
the  birth  of  the  baby  her  strength  and  food  had 
been  insufficient  and  in  two  months  she  had 
died.  Her  husband  is  a  poor  boatman  with  three 
other  children,  and  no  funds  with  which  to  bury 
the  dead  mother  and  scarcely  any  food  for  him¬ 
self  and  the  children.  How  could  he  possibly 
care  for  this  little  one  ? 

For  ten  days  the  oldest  sister,  nine  years  of 
age,  had  kept  her  baby  sister  alive  by  feediny 
her  bread.  The  tiny  little  waif  was  tied  up  in  a 
bundle  of  old  rags.  The  father  had  told  a  neigh¬ 
bor  who  was  coming  into  the  city  the  next  day 
that  if  no  one  could  be  found  to  take  her.  to 
leave  her  by  the  road  side,  which  of  course  would 
mean  food  for  dogs. 

We  took  her,  sending  the  father  six  dollars 
(U.  S.  $1.00)  with  which  to  bury  the  mother,  or 
to  buy  some  food  for  the  other  children. 

The  baby  was  indeed  a  pitiable  sight— a  bundle 
in  filthy  rags,  her  flesh  broken  and  bleeding  by 
long  uncleanness.  Mrs.  Strother  gave  her  the 
needed  care,  shaving  the  little  lousy  head,  bath¬ 
ing  her  and  dressing  her  in  clean  baby  clothes, 
but  it  was  days  before  the  tight  little  fists  and 
drawn  up  limbs  would  relax. 

She  is  now  a  happy,  smiling,  fat  little  baby 
of  three  and  a  half  months,  with  the  name  of 
Dora,  which  is  the  Greek  word  for  “Gift.” 

Pray  for  little  Dora  and  the  millions  of  little 
war  orphans  in  this  land,  and  that  the  God  of 
peace  may  come  to  the  hearts  of  these  people.— 
G.  W.  Strother.
